No. ADM/RD/DC(LR), 1936.—During the course of 
conducting inquiries under Section 22 of the Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli Land Reforms Regulation, 1971 in connec¬ 
tion with the grant of O. R. for village site plots, it has 
been noticed that as many as 1170 persons who hold 
house-site plots in various villages, do not hold any records 
to prove that they are holding these plots either on Alwara 
or Tenant leases prior to 1-5-74. The only proof/evidence 
available with them is the receipts of payment of house 
Tax. Similarly, on Govt, side also there is nothing on 
records to establish the same as the Survey works for most 
of village-site plots barring few villages have not been 
carried out when the survey of the entire Territory was 
conducted sometime between 1961 to 1964. As a result of 
of this, most of holders of house-site plots do not know 
the exact areas occupied by them* Moreover, without such 
survey, it has not been possible for the Govt, to recover 
non-Agricultural Assessment under the provisions of the 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli Land Revenue Administration 
Regulation, 1971. Moreover, such survey is absolutely 
necessary in view of the fact that the O. R- could be granted 
for any land only with reference to its areas. 

(ii) It is also seen that at the time of carrying out 
general Survey of lands including village-sites of this Terri¬ 
tory in between 1961 to 1964, no survey fees was levied. 
Some village-site plots were not surveyed. In fact complete 
survey of village-site plots of all the villages should nave 
been done at that time as was done in case of few villages. 
The Dadra and Nagar Haveli Land Revenue Administration 
Regulation, 1971 provide for levy of survey fee 1 but, if the 
house-site plots should have been surveyed curlier, no 
survey fees should have been levied and recovered and 
that the almost all ST/SC people arc involved under new 
Revenue survey.

No. ADM/RD/DC(LR), 1936.—During the course of 
conducting inquiries under Section 22 of the Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli Land Reforms Regulation, 1971 in connec- 
tion with the grant of O. R. for village site plots, it has 
been noticed that as many as 1170 persons who hold 
house-site plots in various villages, do not hold any records 
to prove that they are holding these plots either on Alwara 
or Tertam leases prior to 1-5-74. The only proof/evidence 
available with them is the receipts of payment of house 
Tax. Similarly, on Govt, side also there is nothing on 
records to establish the same as the Survey works for most 
of village-site plots barring few villages have not been 
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carried out when the survey of the entire Territory was 
conducted sometime between 1961 to 1964. As a result of 
of this, most of holders of house-site plots do not know 
the exact areas occupied by them. Moreover, without such 
survey, it has not been possible for the Govt, to recover 
non-Agricultural Assessment under the provisions of the 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli Land Revenue Administration 
Regulation, 1971. Moreover, such survey is absolutely 
necessary in view of the fact that the O. R. could be granted 
for any land only with reference to its areas. 

(ii) It is also seen that at the time of carrying out 
general Survey of lands including village-sites of this Terri¬ 
tory in between 1961 to 1964, no survey fees was levied. 
Some village-site plots were not surveyed. In fact complete 
survey of village-site plots of all the villages should have 
been done at that time as was done in case of few villages.
